SAILORS AND OF FICERS LOST THEIR LIVES 


Cause of Fire Is Unknown and Board Has Been Sent to Inves- 
tigate—Number of Sailors Escape by Leaping Overboard 
Scores of Bodiés Hurled High in Air, Accompanied by 
Fragments of Wood and | Steel. 


(Special to the Capital.) 

Parris, Sept. 25.—The latest reports recerved from Tou- 
lon indicate that over 400 ofiicers and men lost tueir lives in 
the explosions which occurred on the battleship Likerti early 
this morning. Official reports sept to the cepartment of 
marine state that the fire originated in the forward turret and 
from there spread through the main ammunition hoist to the 
first magazine. Once it reached this point it was impossible 
to gain control over the flames and the sailors were ordered 
to leave the ship. Before they could do so, however, the 
flames spread to the main magazine, which nad been filled to 
capacity in anticipation of target practice, 

The resultant explosion was terrific. Tie forward part 
of the ship was blown (o sp.inters and it was here tnat the 
greatest loss of life occurred in that the majority of the sailors 
were asleep in their hammecks on the spiinter deck, just 
above the magazine. 

Many of them had just returned from shore leave and 
some of these were able to escape, but not without serious in- 
juries. The explosion of the forward main magazine ripped 
a hole downward through the boiler rooms and upward tear- 
ing off even the deck of the superstructure. The forward turs 
ret was completely demolished, the heavy thirteen and twelve 
inch guns being torn loose from tie turret and hurled into 
the sea.

Jews of Continent Opening of Their’ New Year—Burglars 
Cause Gothamites Considerable Trouble—Nature 
Fakir Is Again Distanced by a New Yorker 


New York, September 24,—At sun- , 
down last night the Jewish new year | 


began and today more than 1,000,000 
people in Greater New York are cele- 
the event. It is a rather pe- 
culiar faet that there are more Jews 
in New York City than in all the rest 
of the country taken together, The 
total number of Jews in the United 
The over- 
whelming majority of the Jews live 
More than 1,000,- 
000 Jive in Greater New York: in 
Chicago, 180,000; in Philadelphia, 
100,000; in Boston, 80,000; in St. 


Louis, 50 000; in Pittsburg, 45,0003 
in Baltimore, 85,000; in San Francisco, 
33,0003 in Cincinnati, 30,0003 in Min- 


neapolis and St. Paul, 28,000. 

The larger part of these Jews have 
come to America within the past twen- 
ty-five years and the rate of increase 
from this source is rapidly advancing. 
The positions of influence occupied by 
many of these. Jews give them a tre- 
mendous power, far beyond — what 
might be indicated by their numbers, 
They are an important factor in the 
worid of ftinanee and control enor- 
mous wealth. It is stated that there 
are in New York City alone — about 
3,000 Jewish lawyers and more than 
1,000 Jewish physicians, In each of 
the Jarge universities and — coileges 
there are from one to six professors 
‘who belong to the Hebrew race, The 
theatrical enterprises are almost en- 
lirely in the hands of the Jews and the 
number of Jews in the theatrical pro- 
fession is steadily increasing, It is 
aiso a fact tho. many of the leading 
daily papers in the country are owned 
and controlled by Jews. 

The recently issued report of the 
Asseviation for Improving the Condi- 
tion of the Poor.indieates greater pov- 
erty this year than a year ago. The 
number of families needing relief at 
the present time is reported greater 
than at the same time last year. Of 
the 1,573 families in the associations’ 
care this summer siekness was the 
or 43 
per cent, Inlemperance caused only a 
trifle less than 2 per cent, of the cases, 
This is considered extremely signiti- 
cant, Unemployment was the second 
most important eause, wilh a perecen- 
tage of 25. Insuflleient income led 42 
per cent. to seek relief; death and ac- 


cident were each responsible for 2-per 
eent,, and in 4 per cent, non-support 
and old age were the causes,

With the Dick. girl's story lo work 
on, the police arrested McDavid in 
San Francisco and he was returned to
